O. S. J. Hoog, to whom he owed $550 
on an unsecured note. 
Ott, whose testimony caused Roor's 
indictment, is one of Roer’s credit .irs, 
as shown by the bankruptcy proceed­ 
ings. These show’ that Roer owes OU 
$1,400 in two unsecured notes. 
"OU is aggrieved because I ow e him 
this money and recently told him I 
had nothing with which to pay it at 
that time,” said Roer.
